Foreword 

Any  report  of  a summer  experience  in  camo  undoubtedly  should 
arive  some  detailed  statistics  of  activities.  These  would. he  significant 
if  they  were  indexed  by  some  quality  factor,  Even  then  ngures  couxu 
give  only  meagrely  the  actual 'results  in  the  contributions  made  by  the 
camp  experience  to  the  character  and  litres  of  individual  campers. 

,Vhat  is  attempted  in  this  report  is  an  outline  of  the  program 
of  camp,  a statement  regarding  equipment  and  finances,  a lew  statistic.?, 

and  some  suggestions  in  conclusion. 

PURPOSES 

We  have  thought  of  "Sandy"  as  an  opportunity  for  young  men  to 
secure  a vacation  experience  which  should  awaken  new  life  within  ■rje'_- 
a olace  where  reserves  of  physical  health. may  be  found;  an  envir crime 
in  which  the  stimulus  of  new  ideas  may  quicken  the  nundt  a fellowship 
through  which  new  loyalties  give  strength  of  character. to  the  soiri  . 

Vve  continued  our  thought  of  camp  as  "an  adventure  in  living  togetner. 

We  learned  that  a grout)  of  men  could  recognize  the  common 
interests  of  the  camp  community  and  those  of  individual  camper;--,  xn 
seouently , our  understandings  were  respected  and  no  discipline  of 
individuals  was  necessary.  We  discovered  ho**  to  compete  with  ole 
in  our  games  and  snorts  with  fair  sportsmanship  and  growing  skill. 

We  found  the  resources  of  the  out-of-doors  plentiful  and,  used  with 
intelligence,  they  could  yield  much  in  enjoyment.  We  1TJ  8 * ' 

ship  which  brought  a new  appreciation  of  cur  own  individual  purpose^ 
and' of  life's  deeper  meanings  as  well. 

These  are  not  only  the  principles  of  camp  procedure  out  some 
of  the  products  of  our  camo  experiences  as  testified  by  men}-  let, el- 
and conversations  between  sta,ff  and  campers. 

PROGRAM 

The  program  can  best  be  appreciated  as  seen  in  a weekly  unit. 
Most  of  our  csmoers  came  into  and  rent  cut  of  camp  on  the  week  end. 

This  fact  makes  it  necessary  to  set  up  our  program  ecccr  m 1} . 

SUNDAYS 

y/e  tried  to  recognize  the  values  of  Sunday  90  a day  of  jest 
and  worship.  Cur  camp  boat  brought  those  desiring  to  attend  chuich 
services  in  town  to  the  ;,eirs.  The  morning  services  in  camp  were  open 
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to  s 11  and  attended  very  well.  They  were  held  in  the  chapel  or  lodge. 
Campers  participated  by  playing  the  organ  end  in  special  vocel  selec- 
tions. The  services  were  directed  by  the  Camp  Director.  The  speakers 
included  Rev.  Horgan  Noyes  of  Brooklyn,  Roy  Coombs  of  Eoston,  Dr.  Edwin 
Harvey  of  Dartmouth  College,  as  well  as  the  camp  Director. 

During  the  day  all  of  the  camp  equipment  was  put  at  the 
disposal  of  thecamoers.  In  the  evenings  at  sunset  a song  service  was 
enjoyed  on  several  occasions  when  the  wea.ther  permitted.  Then  came  the 
Town  Meeting  at  the  lodge. 

The  Town  Reeting  secured  the  participation  of  the  whole  camp. 
At  these  meetings  the  traditions  of  camp  and  the  understandings  uy 
which  campers  regulated  their  conduct  in  camp  were  outlined  and  adopted 
as  the  basis  of  living  for  another  week.  A departure  was  made  in  this 
procedure  this  year  by  having  campers  suggest  the  different  items  in- 
stead of  having  the  director  do  this.  This  camper  participation  brought 
out  a greater  feeling  of  responsibility  and  recognition  of  interests. 
Other  than  this  meeting  when  everyone  has  the  right  to  express  his 
opinion,  there  is  no  organization  of  camp.  After  agreements  are  made 
each  week,  we  abide  by  them  or  else  outlaw  ourselves  from  the  fellowship 
of  camp.  Campers  are  made  acquainted  with  the  general  routine  of  canp. 
Then  the  various  interests  of  campers  are  suggested  end  the  program  for 
the  week  detailed  with  appropriate  committees  appointed  to  carry  during 
the  week,  generally  including  Athletics  (track,  tennis,  aquatics,  and 
baseball)  Indoor  tournaments  (chess,  checkers,  bridge,  oing  pong) , Out- 
door tournaments  (handball,  volley  ball,  quoits,  clock  golf),  Improve- 
ment Association,  Entertainments,  Welcome,  and  the  News. 


MONDAYS 


This  day  was  given  over  largely  to  organization,  with  differ- 
ent Committees  getting  tournaments  underway.  The  weekly  Astoria-To-Re in 
baseball  game  was  played  in  the  morning.  During  the  season  between 
one  hundred  fifty  and  two  hundred  different  campers  participated.  The 
weekly  tennis  tournaments  engaged  between  twenty  and  forty-five  men  in 
singles  and  doubles  tournaments.  Handball  occupied  twelve  to  thirty  in 
tournaments.  Other  tournaments,  anywhere  from  ten  to  twenty  men  in  them. 
The  whole  athletic  program  under  supervision  of  Hr.  Eeal  found  a large 
place  in  the  interest  of  fellows  at  camp. 

A demonstration  in  the  handling  of  the  canoe  was  given  by  Mr. 
Hill.  All  those  using  canoes  during  the  summer  were  required  to  pass 
the  usual  swimming  test. 

TUESDAYS 


Trips  to  mountains  near  the  lake  were  taken.  These  included 
Shar,  Belknap,  Red  Hill,  end  Raj or,  under  the  leadership  of  Hr.  Hill, 
with  twenty  to  thirty-five  different  campers  making  the  trip. 

In  the  evening  many  enthusiastic  volley  ball  games  were  jlayed 
between  different  groups.  Usually  a group  of  twenty  to  thirty  campers 
made  a trip  to  the  Weirs  for  an  evening  of  dancing  and  entertainments. 
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WEDNESDAYS 


Immediately  after  breakfast  we  held  a meeting  of  the  Sandy 
Island  Improvement  Association.  For  an  hour  the  whole  camp  would  par- 
ticipate in  various  jobs  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  camp.  Perhaps 
the  most  striking  job  done  this  summer  was  that  accomplished  in  cleaning 
up  our  woods  and  trimming  up  our  trees. 

The  weekly  aquatic  meet  usually  was  held  in  the  morning.  During 
the  summer  eighty  to  ninety  different  carmoers  secured  first,  second,  or 
third  places  at  these  meets  while  a number  of  others  competed.  Swimming 
orogram  was  supervised  by  Mr.  Kittredge.  A special  hour  was  devoted  in 
the  mornings  to  those  who  wanted  to  learn  more  about  swimming  or  life 
saving.  Another  hour  was  spent  in  the  afternoons  for  those  who  knew  very 
little  about  swimming  or  did  not  swim  at  all. 

Baseball  games  with  other  camps  away  from  home  ere  usually 

played. 

A few  discussions  were  held  on  Wednesday  evenings  during  the 
Burner  around  the  fireplace,  on  different  topics.  .,e  especially  enjoyed 
a.  nature  study  talk  with  pictures  given  by  L.  R.  Talbot  of  the  Audubon 
Society  and  the  visit  of  Mr.  Gloinski  of  Poland,  who  led  a discussion 
on  Prohibition. 

THURSDAYS 

Visitors'  Days  were  encouraged  this  year  and  a number  of 
people  usually  came  over  to  the  island  on  Thursday.  We  entertained 
two  hundred  boys  from  Camp  Wyanoke  as  well  as  one  hundred  other  oeople 
on  one  day.  With  a full  camp,  it  was  one  of  the  finest  days  we  enjoyed 
at  camp  thi6  summer. 

The  track  meet  was  usually  held  in  the  morning.  During  the 
season  one  hundred  or  more  campers  received  iirst,  second,  and  third 
daces  with  many  others  competing. 

In  the  afternoons  we  enjoyed  baseball  games  with  other  cemos 
at  home.  During  the  season  we  played  thirteen  games,  six  victories, 
six  defeats,  and  one  tie. 

The  regular  weekly  entertainment  was  enjoyed  by  everyone 
in  the  evening.  Many  fine  programs  were  given  during  the  summer. 
Collections  taken  amounted  to  nearly  $65.  This  will  be  used  to  purchase 
sufficient  equipment  for  the  lodge  and  stage. 

FRIDAYS 


Trips  to  the  White  Mountains  were  scheduled  this  day  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Hill.  During  the  season  seven  to  twenty-eight  ^en  each 
time  enjoyed  trios  including  Mts.  Washington,  Cnocorue , Moosilauke,  and 
Lafayette.  In  addition,  occasional  mountain  trips  were  arranged  by  camoers 
who  had  their  own  automobiles.  These  trips  with  Mr.  Hill  were  a popular 
feature . 
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Three  canoe  trips  were  also  arranged  under  the  advice  of 
and  cooperation  with  the  camp. 

Finals  in  different  tournaments  were  comoleted. 

In  the  evening’  movies  were  shorn  and  the  awards  in 
athletic  competition  during  the  week  made. 

SATURDAYS 


With  the  large  turn-over  each  week  our  living  arrangements 
came  in  for  attention  at  this  time. 


miscellaneous 


Other  features  of  camn  not  included  in  the  outline  of  the 
••reek's  activities  given  above  included  occasional  walks  around  the 
isl-nd  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Kill  for  nature  study  ourooses. 

Visits  of  the  BDeed  boat  end  airplane  were  arranged  to  take  out  parties. 
Trips  to  Libby  Museum,  and  around  the  lake  were  taken.  Two  moonlight 
sails  were  enjoyed. 

Contributions  made  by  campers  made  it  possible  to  send  twenty- 

five  dollars  to  the  Laconia  Hospital. 

During  the  season  five  hund.red  thirty  different  campers  w ere 
at  Sandy.  A complete  analysis  of  this  group  with  statistics  is  avail- 
able in  the  files. 

OPERATION 


■ e enjoyed  a fine  camp  spirit  throughout  the  season  on  the 
part  of  campers  and  stafi . In  the  last  analysis  this  is  made  possible 
by  the  spirit  and  cooperation  which  the  staff  shows  and  in  which  they 
serve.  The  commissary  department  under  Mr.  Ponpey  provided  us  with 
excellent  meals.  The  dining  room  stafi  under  Mr.  Brown  gave  efficient 
service.  Living-  arrangements  at  csmp  were  made  as  comfortable  as  pos- 
sible, Mr.  Hill  giving  this  his  attention.  The  health  of  camp  was 
suoervised  by  ^r.  Beale.  First  Aid  hours  were  held  regularly.  The 
mechanical  equipment  of  camp  was  kept  in  good  condition  by  Mr.  Staples 
and  Mr.  Pease.  The  outdoor  gang  handled  the  up-keep  of  camp  well.  Mr. 
Dulac,  our  genial  skipper,  has  put  our  motor  boats  in  first-class  con- 
dition. Mr.  Seaman  supervised  the  office  details  efficiently  and  was 
an  important  factor  in  introducing  men  to  camp  and  making  them  feel 
hrupy  while  there.  The  Staff  numbered  in  all  twenty-one. 

EQUIPMENT 

Eguioment  of  camp  has  been  put  in  good  condition.  Repairs  on 
the  boat  house  and  dock  have  made  the  approach  to  camp  what  it  should 
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be.  Two  new  cabins  were  constructed  which  have  added  to  our  accommodations. 
iMuch  time  end  some  money  were  devoted  to  the  appearance  o±  the  waterfront 
• at  camp  end  the  condition  of  our  trees  on  the  island. 

1 New  tennis  nets  were  secured.  Probably  these  courts  are  used  more 

then  any  other  part  of  our  equipment.  They  should  ce  levelled  end  resurfaced 
next  year. 

All  the  can.p  buildings  are  in  good  repair  but  need  painting  in 

another  year. 

The  motor  boats  are  in  good  condition.  W e were  forced  to  secure 
a new  engine  for  the  Sandy  and  re  placed  a.  movable  top  on  the  Bymca. 

New  stage  curtains  and  a moving  picture  projector  were  secured 
for  the  camp  through  contributions  made  last  year  by  campers  at  our  Thursday 

night  entertainments. 

FINANCES 

A complete  report  is  filed  with  the  Treasurer.  Camp  season  was 
a week  shorter  this  year,  our  number  of  campers  was  diminished  by  fifty 
or  more.  It  is  questionable  whether  the  surcharge  helped  to  distribute  the 
load  at  camp,  but  undoubtedly  heloed  our  financial  condition.  The  operat- 
i ins  oosts  at  camp  were  diminished.  The  extensive  reoeirs  necessary  on  the 
boat,  dock,  as  well  as  construction  of  two  cabins,  added  to  our  expenditures 
f of  the  year. 

SUMMARY 

Many  letters  of  appreciation  were  received  from  campers  who 
believe  that  some  of  the  results  we  had  hoped  for  were  accomoliehed.  We 
should  be  able  to  help  camoers  carry  over  into  their  respective  communities 
some  of  the  "Sandy"  spirit  more  largely  than  we  do,  especially  in  and  around 
Boston.  This  should  be  studied  so  that  the  camp  may  more  usefully  serve  its 
purpose  for  the  Boston  Association.  One  of  the  best  means  of  promotion  is 
through  the  personal  word  of  men  who  have  been  to  Sandy.  We  should  make  mere 
of  this  another  year. 

We  conclude  with  the  feeling  that  cur  thirty-second  camp  season 
was  both  an  enjoyable  and  fruitful  experience.
